liJfiMAMDS OF FORmON POWERS. 

ConpUcd WUh Under • ProtMt After 
Atroay Threat* Were MMle — Greece 

Win Not withdraw H<>r Flotilla— Active 
War Preparations Carried On— Bloody 
Confllet Almoat Certain. 

Canea, Fel). 19. — The admirals com- 
manding the foreign men-of-war here 
demanded of the Greek consul thftt he 
remore tjh» Greek flags from the con- 
Bolate. Thla was not acceded to and 
then the admirals threatened to send 
marinea to f ocoe the consiilate to remove 
the flag, unlcM the Greek consnl com- 
plied with the request of tho powers in 
this partioolar. The Greek cousal ac- 
ceded under protest, decUMng t^t the 
admirals were not competent to deal 
with the qaestiou. The foreign ad- 
mirals have now demanded the with- 
drawal of the marine guard from the 
consulate. 

The British and Italian torpedo boats 
stopped the Greek ironclad Hydra, 
which was oonTegrlag pcorttUmm to the 
(ireek camp. 

Colonel Vassofi, commander of tin- 
Greek forces, has decided to attack and 
oocnpj lereral strategic points. 

The iaioigents have intimatpd to the 
consols that they propose to attack 
Halop.a iu the near future. The insur- 
gents who am operating with the Greek 
forces have been Observed adTaacing 
nearer the town. 

Turkish Toluuteers and refugees who 
have been brought here by a transport 
state that a hundred Mussulmans have 
been killed at Sarakinosand Selinos and 
that an oqnal unniber liave been killed 
in the sarrouiiding conntry. Among 
the killed at Sorakiuoe were 20 women 
and 61 children. The Mussulmans here 
have become excited and assumed a 
menacing attitude since the arrival of 
this news, and another expedition of 
Mussulman volunteers is preparing to 
start for Setiuos. 

Colonel Vassos, the commander-in- 
chief of the Greek army of occupation 
in Crete, in the name of King George, is 
establishing there a system of adiMnis- 
tration. The municipal elections are 
already procee^g, and mayors have 
been installed in the towns and villages 
outside of Canea, Heraklion, Rotimo 
and Sitia. 

Colonel Vassos has issued an order 
advising his men td sydid any ooUisifln 
with the foreign marines and exhorting 
the Cretans to treat fairly both the for- 
I'ii^ner^ and t)ie Moslems. He promises 
the latter protection and religious equal- 
ly, but will try to persuade thehl lb 
quit the island. He will punish serere- 
ly all acts of violence again«t' them. 
TuxWah soldien who yield win be die. 
armed and sent to Smyrna 6r othier 
points in Turkey. The chief of the 
gendarmerie lias ordered the Greek con- 
imlateat Oanea guarded, the foreign 
QUjariiies changing daily aooording to 
natUmality.

SENATOR KYLE RE-ELECTED. 

Vkm Oieat Seaatoelal Deadlock In Sontb 
nOwta BMkM. 

PiRRRR. S. D.. Feb. 19.— The break 
ramo in the senatorial deadlock yester- 
day, when SiMiator Ky'.e was re-elected, 
the Republicans voting solidly for him, 
having dropped Pickler. Tlie Repub- 
licans of the hooae voted almost solidly 
for Kyle and the RefmbUoaaa of the 
senate began at once to change to him, 
BO that before the result of the ballot 
was announced enough of the changes 
had been mode to give Kyle 65 votes- 
three more Uma we^ seoeMvy to 
elect. 

The Popiili'^ls sliifted fnmi man to 
man, but the Republicans stood .solidly 
for Kyle. With the solid Republican 
vote and with the Populists who stayed 
by him, Kyle secured enouKh voti's to 
pull him tlirough. It was api)arent 
that there was no po.-i.'^ibility of electiiijf 
a Republican, and all night loni.; and 
till 7 o"clm^k yesterday morning the 
Republicans and 18 of Kyle's stannch- 
est followers were in coiference and 
linally agreed. 

When the joint assembly met the 
Republican senators voted for Pickler as 
usual, by pre-arraugement, but when 
the Republicans on the lionse roll were 
reached, they connnenci'd voting for 
Kyle. It was then that the opposition 
first discovered the scheme. Before tlie 
vote was recorded all the Republicans 
changed to Kyle. 

It was when the changes began that 
confusion reigiu^. Olson of Lawronce 
tried to create a stampede for Goody- 
kontz. Twice the b^lot was verified. 

After speaking was continued for 
more than an hour the ballot was finally 
announced : Kyle, OS ; Plowman, 41 ; 
Goodykontz, 11 : Palmer, 1 ; Ghreeley, 4 ; 
Hinckley, 1. 

RepreseutatiTe Keith of Lake oonnty 
immediately gave notioe that a caucus 
of ftree sUveriites wonld be held to repu- 
diate the election. 

The fosionists are all torn up over the 
matter and are blaming each other even 
to the extent of personal abnse. 

Oopgrt^iman Pickler worked all night 
to hamonise the RepubUcan forces and 
line tiiem no for ^le, and appears as 
happy as though he had heen elected, 
jlemocrats voted for Kyle.

Nkw Yobk, Feb. 19.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Manilla says: Gen- 
eral Lachambre, who has occupied 
Santo Domingo, is advancing on Silang, 
Cornell and Marina and will attaok the 
relx'l force within throe days. The 
number of troops employed is not pub- 
lished. The batteries employed are two 
Kmpp batteries of eight oentimeten, 
one battery of nine centimeters and two 
mortars of 16 oentimetets. With Gen- 
eral Lachambre is General Marina, 
wlio takes onn battery of artillery of 
eight ceutnut ttTs.

THE BEPOBT OOZISS FROM MADRID 

It Ii Denied, However, by the 8paiiU:i 
OaMotshlp St pavau— Oraaral OomeE 
and RIs Anpy Wave Oroeaed the Trochn 
and Arm Naw Betweea General Weyirr 
and Havana— Other Cuban AVar New*. 

Madbid, Feb. 19.— A dispatch received 
here Cram Havana says it is reported 
there that Dr. Zcrtuoha, who was Gen- 
eral Antonio Maceo's physician and ac- 
companied him at the time the ]>atriot 
leader mot his death, has been lussassiu- 
nted. 

All the Cuban patriots and their ad- 
herents held Dr. Zertnoha responsible 
for the death of Maceo, which thoy 
clainied was brought about by Zertu- 
cha's trea(!hery. They charged that 
the doctor, acting under plans laid by 
some x>erBon in authority at the palace 
in Havana, enticed Maceo across the 
trooha into Havana prorince tnm Pinnr 
del Rio, where his army was encamped, 
by means of a letter, presumably writ- 
ten by (he Marquis de Aliuniada. sec- 
ond in command of the Sivmish forces 
in Cuba, asking Maciio to a conference, 
in order to see if some settlement of the 
war could not be agreed upon. 

Maceo fell into the trap. nd.I. aecotM- 
IKUiied by Ins jii r-.onal stall', w li.i li in- 
cluded the ailrgt'ti treacherous physician 
set out for the meeting place, which was 
just beyond the troclia m Havana prov- 
inc:'. 

Accounts differ as to how Maceo 
and his followers crossed that celebrat- 
ed line. One of these declares it wa.^ 
by water, the party embarking at night 
in small Ijoats and using muffled oars. 
This report is ridicnl(>d by the ;Sj)anish 
naval otlicers, who declare that Maceo 
crossed the Une on land. The latter 
claim is the most plausible one. 

Maceo, after crossing the line, went 
direct to the supposed meeting place of 
Ahnmada and himself. Instead of find- 
ing the Spanish general he and his stuff 
walked unwittingly into an ambush 
prepared by a Spanish battalion under 
Major Cirujetla, and all were shot down 
in oold blood, excepting Dr. Zertucha. 

Among the dead was General Gomez' 
son, vifho is said to have committed sui- 
cide by the side of Maoeo. Dr. Zeriu- 
cha's escape from deatii and the lenient 
treatment accorded him hy the Spanish 
led the Cubans to at once arouse the 
doctor, whose preTioos repntAion had 
been somewhat nnsaTory, of treachery. 

This ZerioOha strennonslr denied, 
and, in his efforts to dear himaelf of 
the imputatiofi, he made several con- 
flicting statements as to the manner of 
Maoeo^a death. The patriots swore they 
would avenge liaoeo'a death, and the 
report from Havana seema to indicate 
that they have kept their oath. 



Denied Prom Hw 

Havana, Feb. 19.— ICanbera of the 

family of Dr. Zertucha, who was 

Maceo's physician, and who accom- 
panied the insurgent leader at tlie time 
of his death, denv the report cabled 
from Madrid to tlie effect that Zer- 
tucha has been assassinated by the Cu- 
bans for the j)nr])<)ses of revenge. Tli. y 
say that Dr. Zertucha was ;Uive and 
well two days ago at Helena del Sur. 
t)ttlcials connected with the civil gov- 
ernment as well as ('ai)tain (ieneial 
Weyler claim to be absolutel3' ignoiant 
regarding the matter and have received 
no advices coucemiug the death of Dr. 
Zertoofaa. _________

BJs Army Is Vow Between Havana and 
^ General Wejier. 

Kkt WEST.Fla., Feb. 10.— Private in- 
formation has been received in tliis city 
of the whereabouts of (ieueral tjonie/,. 
He has succeeded in sliding by (Jen> ral 
Weyler and is now between him and 
Havana. Gkunei gave the command 
for an advance with strict orders that 
any man that struck a match or smoked 
would bo courtiiiartialed. He then ad- 
vanced on the Moron trocha in the east- 
ern end of the island with 6,000 OaTahy 
and 10,000 infantry. 

He advanceil on the fort at midnight 
and when he saw he was discovered by 
the Spani.sh, who fired on liim, he or- 
dt-red the cavalry to charge. They 
swooped down on the fort and cai ii iid 
it and the whole urniy went throiij.'li 
tlu) trocha. All of the arms and amiiiu- 
iiition of the fort was cai)tnred. Tlie 
army then continued the march and was 
encamp«»d at \'eguite, when the news 
was sent to this city by a courier. His 
ord(>r iu ttiking the fort was to use the 
machete only, and the oaTaliy made a 
gallant fight.
